Stales, if completed wilhin five years previous to the date of exhibition, may be offered for 
consideration. 

That the architect or the architects who designed such a work, in order to be eligible to 
the award, must present for exhibition one or more photographs of the executed work, also 
one or more drawings, including a small scale plan, and shall submit to the jury such working 
drawings of the structure as they may desire to examine. Any work represented in the League 
may be eligible for consideration by the jury provided that at least a plan and also a photo- 
trap'' of the executed work shall be brought before the jury on their request. 

That an architect or firm of architects to whom this medal may be awarded once shall 
be ineligible (or a future .iward. 

That the medal shall be accompanied by a certificate setting forth the name of the com- 
pleted structure which formed the basis of the award, together with the considerations which 
in the opinion of the jury characterized the structure as worthy of the award.

That the jury shall consist of five sculptors, one the President of the National Sculpture

York, the National Academy of Design, the National Sculpture Society and the National 
Society of Mural Painters; one architect, the President of the Architectural League; and 
one painter, the First Vice-President of the Architectural League of New York.

A MONG the nwst interesting of all historic brickwork, that of ancient 
A% Rome stands pre-eminent. The bricks were of remarkable size and 
shape, sometimes as long as 24 inches and as thin as 1^ inches with 
an unusually rough and beautiful texture. 

No attempt has been made for nearly 2000 years, so far as we know, to re- 
produce these bricks, until we revived their manufacture as shown above. 
Our bricks measure 18 by 2 by 6 inches and have almost exactly the same 
texture as those used in the baths of Titus erected about A. D. 80. The 
colors include rich reds of almost every shade, browns, weathered coppers, 
olives and metallic blues, many bricks carrying several colors on a single 
surface.
